EXECUTIVE ORDER 


ESTABLISHING, THE OFFICE OF’ CENSORSHIP AND PRESCRIB- 
ING ITS FUNCTIONS AND DUTIES . 


By virtue of the authority vested in me by the Constitution and the’ statutes of 
the United States, and particularly by section 303, Title III of the act of December 18, 1 
1941, Public Law 354, 77th Congress, 1st Session, and deeming that the public safety demands 
it, I hereby order as follows: . ‘ 

i. “here: 4s hereby established the Office of Censorship, at. the head of which 
Shall bea Director of Censorship, The Director of Censorship shall cause to be censored, 
in his absolute discretion, communications by mail, cable, radio, or other means of trans- 
mission -passing between the United States. and any foreign country or which-may be carried 
by any vessel or other means of transportation: touching at any port, place, or Territory of 
the United States and bound to or. from: any-foreign. ‘country; -in. accordance with stich rules : 
and. regulations as. the President ‘shall from time to tine geeseribe” The establishment of 
rules and regulations in addition to the provisions of this order shall ‘not be a condition. 
to the exéreise of the powers hérein granted or the censorship by this order directed. The 
Scope of this order shall include all foreign countries except such as may hereafter be ex- 
pressly excluded by regulation, r 

2. There is hereby created a. Censorship Policy Board, which ‘shall consist of the 
Vice- President of the United States, the Secretary of the Treasury, the Secretary of War, the 
Attorney Gerieral, the Postmaster General, the Secretary of the Navy, the Director: of the 
Office of Government Reports, and the Director of the Office of Facts and Figures. The 
Postmaster Generai shall act as Chairman of the Board. The Censorship Policy Board shall 
advise the Director of Censorship with respect to policy and the coordination and integra- 
tion of the censorship herein directed, ; 5 

3. The Director, of Censorship shall establish a Censorship Operating Board, which 
‘Shall consist of representatives of such ‘departments and agencies of the Government as the 
Director shall specify. Each epresentative shall. be designated by the head of’ the depart- 
-ment or agency which he: represents, Thé Censorship Operating Board’ shall, under the super-
